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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Capitaliing Reference Data in the claim further defines the type of data to that defined in the specification. 
Further, addition of the limitations "wherein each information data stream resides in a Reference Data Facility," and specifying that the 
transmitting and ensuring is performed by the Reference Data Facility further limits where these staps are preformed and where the data 
resides.. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: The applicant's arguments have been considered but are unpersuasive. Applicant contends that the ensuring 
step on line 49-52 of the claim is not taugh in the references. However, Beaulieu teaches an entitlement listfor the profiles for deciding 
which remote database may receive the pieces of investment research, see at least column 3 line 51-53. By only permitting access to the 
investmetn research to users based on an entitlement list, only users with permissions to access this information is aware, has access to, 
or otherwise benefits from this vendor data content. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 
642 F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In response to applicant's 
argument that Beaulie and Cross are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's 
endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied 
upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
Beaulieu is related in that it is an investment research delivery system and Cross is related in that it is a subscription data retrieval system. 
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
